Important Tree Claim Decision. 
'he Galloway-Winston tree claim con- 


test involving the southwest quarter of 
section two, adiorning the Hayes farm 
(a valuable claim), has terminated in favor 
of Ihe defendant Winston. The decision 
of flhe secretary of the interior proves to 
be k very important one. It promulgates 
a new doctrine and establishes fresh pre- 
cedents under the administration of the 
timber culture law, that will settle hun- 
dreps of other contests brought upon a 
technical violation of the law. In this 
case the Bismarck land office held that 
Winston had cured his delinquency and 
thate under all the circumstances his entry 
shpuld stand. 
The commissioner re- 


versed this decision and the secretary 
reverses the commissioner's, agreeing with 
the local office. ' The final decision was 
published m the Washington Land Re- 
porter for July, and from it the TRIBUNE 
gets these points: 


Yonr decision holds that, as the statute- 


is imperative in its requirement as to the 
first year's work, and this was not doae 
by Winston, his entry should be canceled;

Ol< I Ulan Nicholson at Alexandria. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The navy depart- 


ment is in receipt of advices from Rear Ad- 
miral Nicholsbn, commanding the European 
station, dated "Off Alexandria, Egypt, July 
14." He reports that on'the^lOth of July, at 
4 a. m., lie received official notice • from Ad- 
miral Seymour, commanding the British 
naval forces at that station, that hostilities 
might occur within twenty-four hours be- 
tween Her British Majesty's forces under his 
command and the forces of the ruler of 
Egypt, and requesting him to move the ves- 
sels under his command without the line of 
fire. Admiral Nicholson sent information 
immediately to the consulate and prepared 
to ire/; eive any and all refugees who sought 
protection. The day was a- 
1- busy one, as 


every nationality present was doing its ut- 
most to free the city from its residents and 
the harbor from vessels. At 3 p. m. Admiral' 
Nicholson moved outside the bar with the 
vessels of the squadron, having about ISO1 
refugees on board. On the 14th, after the 
bombardment, Admiral Nicholson again 
crossed the bar with the vessels of the 
squadron and anchored in the lower harbor. 
He sent to the, Khedive, who with his minis 
ters was at the palace, ' and stated that he^ 
wished to immediately 
re-establish the 


United Stales consulate, and, with his per- 
mission, to send an armed force on snore 
for its protection. 
The Khedive thanked 


him and asked his aid in extinguishing the 
fires still raging in the city, and 
also 
in preserving order.

Yv ASHINGTON, Aug. 7. —Among a few mem- 


bers there was a good deal of indignation 
manifested at the action of the senate to-day 
in adjourning without taking action on the 
resolution for final adjournment. Members 
congregated in groups, and many expressed 
a desire that the president seonld avail him- 
sels of his constitutional right^ and declare 
both houses adjourned.
